Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to claims 1 and 19 recite the limitation of "a sealant material associated with at 
least a portion of the fastener" which changes the scope of the claimed invention and would require further consideration. The additional 
amendment to claim 1 of "the inner catheter adapted to bend within the catheter" would also require further consideration and an updated 
search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments regarding independent claims 8 
and 13 are not persuasive because Frazier teaches an outer catheter (52) and an inner catheter (any of anchor support 70, 72 or even 
56). As seen in Fig. 3A, the outer catheter (52) is shown having an angular configuration, therefore, the catheter within the outer catheter 
also has the angular configuration. With regards to the limitation of "a sealant material associated with a portion of the faster, it is noted 
that any structural element formed from any material that is capable of sealing reads over the cited limitation. Therefore, the material 
used to form the anchors of Frazier is capable of sealing a small aperture or opening. With regards to the method claim, it should be 
noted that the applicant does not specify what type of prosthetic graft is used in the method claim and that the suture taught by Whayne 
is viewed as a "prosthetic graft". 
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
